ue, (which is the chief ſtrength of our Realm) maintayned: 
and Gentlemen in the Sea ſeruice, for the better ſeruice of 
their Country, wel experienced. Al whiche things, are (no 
doubt)of ſo gret importice,as being wel wayed,may ſeeme 
to counteruayle the aducntures charges: although the paſ- 
ſage to CaTAYA were not found out,neither yetthe golde 
ore proue good, wher of both, the hope is good & gret. But 
notwithltanding all theſe, euen in this (if no otherwiſe) hyr 
molt excellent Maieſtic hath reaped no ſmall profit, that 
ſhe may now ſtand aſſured, to haue many more tried, able, 
& ſufficient men againſt time of need, that ate, (Which with 
out vaũt may be ſpoken)of valour gret, for any great aduẽ- 
ture, & of gouernemẽt good for any good place of ſeruice, _ 
For this may truly be ſpoken of theſe men, that there hath 
not bin ſeenein any nation, being ſo many in nüber, & ſo far 
frõ home, more ciuill order, better gouernement, or agree- 
ment. For euen from the beginning of the ſeruice hitherto, 
there hath neither paſſed mutinie, quarrel, or notorious fact, 
either to the ſlaunder ofthe men, or daunger ofthe voyage, 
although the Gentlemen, Souldiors, and Marriners(whiche 
ſeldome can agree) were by companies matched togither. 
But I may perchaunce (right Honourable) ſeeme to diſ- 
courſe ſomewhat too largely, eſpecially in a cauſe that (as a 
partic)ſomewhat concerneth my ſelfe: which I doe, not for 
that I doubt of your Honorable opinion already conceiued 
of the men, but for that Iknowe, the ignorant multitude is 
rather ready to ſlaunder, than to giue good encouragement 
by due commendation to good cauſes, who, reſpecting no-

i: * as fortunate and foreſeeing to accept occaſion offered, as he 
hath bin alwayes forwarde in executing anye cauſe once ta 
't ken in hand, he had bin worthily preferred before all nati- 
i} ons of the worlde, and the Weaſt Indies had now bin in the 
if poſſeſsion of the Engliſhe. 


1H For Columbus, the firſte Diſcouerer ofthe Weaſte Indies, 5 
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made firſte offer thereof, with his ſeruice, to King Henry the 
ſeauenth, then Kyng of Englande, and was not accepted: 
Wherevppon, for want of entertainement here, hee was 
forced to go into Spaine, and offred there (as before) the ſame 
b to Ferdinando Kyng of Caflyle, who preſently acceptyng the 
| occaſion,d.d firſt lumſelfe, and now his ſucceſſors, enioy the 
benefite thereof. | „ 
Alſo Sebaflian Cabeta, being an Engliſhman, and borne n 
Briftowe, after he had diſconered ſundrie parts of new found 
lande, and attempted the paſſage to CA TA YA by the 
Northweaſt, for the King of England, for lacke of entertain 
ment here, (notwithſtanding his good deſert) was forced to 
ſeeke to the Kyng of Spaine, to whoſe vic hee diſcouered all 
that tract of Braſile, & aboute the famous riuer Rio de la Plata, 
and for the ſame, and other good ſeruices there, was after- 
wardes renowmed, by title of Pilate Mag gore, that 18, Graund 
Pylote, and conſtituted chiefe officer of the Contractation 
houſe of giuilla: in whiche houſe, are handled all matters 
concerning the Weaſt Indies, and the reuenues therof: and 
further, that no Pylot ſhoulde be adinitted for any diſcoue- 
rie, but by his direction. e a nbte 
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Bi there hath bin ee Tau cauſes in former age, thut 
haue greatly hindered tlie Engliſh nation intheir attempts. 
The one hath bin, lacke ofliberalitie in the Nobilitie, & the 
other wit ofskill in Colmograplue,and the Ait of Naniga- 
tion. Whiche kinde CR dents ctye nec 6 dacy bor alt 


0 t wee being Ilanders , oure chiefeſt 
ſtrength conſiſteth by Sea. But theſe twoo caules ars nowe 
in this preſent age (God bethanked) verye well reformed: 
for not only hir gateftie now, but all the nobilitic alſo , ha- 
uing perfect knowledge in Coſmographie, doe not onely 
with good wordes , countenaunce the forward mindes of 
men, but alſo with their purſes do liberally and bountifully 
contribute vnto the ſame , whereby it commeth to paſle, 
that Nauigation, whiche in the time of King Henrie the.7. 
was very re, & tolce (sit were) hut begmning(and euer 
ſince hath had by little and little continuall increaſe)is now 
in hir Mateſties raigne, growen to his higheſt perfection. 

Thus right Honorable, as I haue in theſe my firſt trauels 
in theſe late voyages, vppon ſuch occaſions as paſſed there 
nowe, rendered your honour this bare and true accompte: 
So being further re ſolued to offer my ſelf a continual ſacri- 
fice with the firſt, for hir Maieſtie and my country, in thys 
or any other like ſeruice, Tintend (God willing) according 
to this beginning, if any thing hercafter fall out worth the 
memoric,to preſent. your honouretherewthall,and from 
time to time, to Aduertiſe you of euery particular. And in 
all theſe things which Ideliuer now, or ſhaf hereafter ad- 
nertiſe, I humbly praye, your honour woulde vouchſafe to 
giue ſome credite therevnto, and rather to thinke, I may be 
decemtd. than that I'meane to deceiue, colout, or conegale 
any thing: for Ineither ean, nor wil, v ſe any flouriſh in the 
matter, but a bare truth in all: And therevpon I giue my 
poore credite vnto your honour in pawnne. And herein I 
humbly pray pardon, for my rude order of writing, which

"Foz what Nation is it, that 
bath euer had ſuch a long trade by land, as is the Englich⸗ 
mens into Perſia, which beſides two Monethes layling by 
Sea, along the Vlcaſt andNo2therne coaſtes of Norwey, Engliſhemen 
and Lapland, by Wardhouſe, vnto the Bap of Saint Nicho- 3 
las it remapneth moꝛe in voyage by land and froſh riuers, 
aboute thz& thoulande Engliſhe mples : foꝛ from the Per⸗ 
chantes houſe at Saint Nicholas, by the River Duina and 
{ Sughana, to the Citie Volugda, is compted ſeauen hund:ed 
Englith miles; from thentetb the Citie Vearuſlaue, ſtan⸗ 
ding vponthe great Riuer: Volga, trauelling by only land, 
is reckned abont.40.miles, where the Perchants making 
new Shipping foꝛ the freſhe Rtucr Volga, goe Eaſtwarde 
aboute. vij.

38. degrees aboue;y Hoꝛizon, bycauſe there 
it ri ſeth always at ſir of the clock, and moneth enery hour 
1g. degrees, and ſo high very neare Wil it be with vs at Lon⸗ 
don the ſaide.u. of March at none. And therfoze loke what 
foꝛce the Sunne hath with vs at none; the. n. ol March, the 
ſame foꝛce it ſeemeth to haue vnder the Equinoctial at half 
houre paſt eight in the moꝛning, oꝛ rather leſſe foꝛte vnder 
the Equinactial. Fo: with vs the Sunne had berne alrea⸗ 
dye- ſire houres aboue the Hoꝛizon, and ſo had puriſied and 
tlenſed all the vapours, and thereby hys foꝛte encreaſeb at 
none, but vader the Equindctiall, the Sunne hauing ben 
vppe but.

Me coulde nowe neither conuey himlelfe a ſhoꝛe to 
reſcue his men ik he had bin able) foꝛ want of a boate, and 
again, the ſubtile traptours, were ſo warte, as they would 
after that neuer come within our mens danger. The Cap⸗ 
taine ( not withſtanding) deſirous to bꝛing ſome token from 
thence, of his being there, was greatly diſcontented, that 
he had not befoze appzehended ſome of them. And therefo2e 
to deceine the deceiuers, he wꝛought a pꝛettie pollicie, foz 
knowing well how they greatly delighted in our toyes, and 
ſpecially in belles, he rang a pzetie Lowbel, making wiſe ß 
„ ARNINMIS Gerd any No 
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And bycauſe they would, not come within his daunger foz 
feare,he flung one bell vnto the, which ofpurpoſe he thzew 
ſhozt,that it might fal into the ſea and be loſt. And to make 
them moze greedie of the matter, he rang alowder bell, ſo 
that in the ende one of them came neare the ſhip five, to re⸗ 
ceine the bell, which when he thought to take at the Caps 
taines hand, he was therby taken himſelf, Foz the Captain 
being redily pꝛouided, let the bel fal, e cought the man faſt, 
t plucked him with maine fozce,boate and al into his bark.

Auing teteinen theſe articles of vireaton, we depar⸗ 
ted from Harwich the one and thirtith ol Pap. And ſay 
ug alongeſt the South partes of England weſtward, wer 
at length — ;it Capo Cleare the 
ſirth bt Zune; anngaue chr rhete to à malt bare which 
was ſuppdſed toi à yt; d Rbuöt en fhoSeas, but it- 
tell out indede'that they were pot menne of Briſtowe, 
who badde mette with ſuche company of Frenchmen, as 
badde {popled and ſlapne manpe ot chem, and left the reſt 
ſo ſoꝛe wounded, that they were · lyks to periſhe in the Sea, 


hauing nenther hande, noꝛ foteHole; to helpe themſelues 


withall, noz viauals to ſuſtepne theyz hungrie bodyes. 
Oure Generall, who well vnderſfandeth the office of a 
Souldioure, and an Engliſhman , and knoweth- well

And allo all theſe afozeſaide Ile, which we ſometime met 
a hundzeth mile from laude, being gatbered out of the ſalt 
Sea, are in taſte kreſh, and being dicalued, become (wet 
and holeſome water. 

The cauſe why thys peare we haue bene moze 
combed with Ile (than at other times befoꝛe) map be by 
reaſon ot the Eaſterly and Southerly windes, whyche 
bzought vs moze timely thitber now than we loked fo.

Foz euen at this pꝛeĩent, we miſſed two of the flete, 
that is, the ludyth, wherein was theLieuetenaunt general 
Captaine Fenton, and the Miciael, whome both wer ſuppo⸗ 
poſed hadde bene viterlye loſt, hauing not heard any ty- 
dings of them, in moe than twentie dapes aſoꝛe. 

And one ok our firetc 2amed the Barke Dennys, being Bark Dennis 
of an hundereth Tunne burden, ſekivg way in amongſt kunke. 
thele Iſe, receiued ſuch a blowe with a rocke of Iſe, that 
ſhe ſunke towne therewith ,. in the ſighte of the whoale 
fixte. Bowbeit hauing fignificd hir daunger by ſhoting of 
a pete of great oꝛdinaunte, newe ſuccour of other ſhippes 
tame ſo readily vnto them, that the men were al ſaued with 
. boates. 

1 Within this ſhippe that was dꝛowned there was per⸗ Part of the 
cell of our houle, whiche was to be-erectedfo2 them that houle toft, 
ſhoulde ſt aye all the Winter in Meta Incognita. 
Thys was 4 moze fearefull ſpectacle foꝛ the Flete 
fo beholde, foz that the outragious ſfozme, which pzeſent- 
| le followed, thꝛeatned them the like foztune and daun⸗ 
ger. Foz the Fleste being thus compaſſed (as afoꝛeſapde) 
on euerp ſide with Ile, hauing left muche behynde them, 
tboꝛow which they had paſſed, + finding moꝛe befoze them, 
thozow whiche it was not poſſible to paſſe, there aroſe a 
ſodaine and terrible tempeſt at the Southeaſt, which blo- 
wing from the mayne Sea, direatye vpon the plate of the 
ſcraytes; bꝛoughte togither al the Iſe aſeaboꝛde of vs, vp⸗ 
on our backes, and thereby debarde as of turning backe to 
retouer ſea rome againe : ſo that being thus compaſled 
with daunger on enery ſive, lundꝛye men with ſundꝛie de- 
ern the belt waye to ſaue themlelues. Sone or the 
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Shippes; where they could find a place moze cleare of Jſe, 
and get a little berth of ſea rome, did take in their Saplee, 
and there lay adꝛift. Other ſome faſtened and moꝛed Ancker 
vpon a great Jland of Iſe, and roade vnder the Le thereof, 
ſuppoſing to be better garded therebp, from the outrageous 
windes, and the daunger of the leſſer fleeting e. And a⸗ 
gaine ſome were ſo faſt ſhut vp, and compaſſed in among(t 
an inſinite number of great Countreps and Ilands of Iſe, 
that they were fayne to ſubmit themſelues, c their Ships, 
to the mercie of. the vnmercikull Jfe, and ſtrengthned the 
ſides of their Ships with tunckes of cables, beds, Paſtes, 
planckes, and ſuch like, whiche being hanged ouerboꝛd, on 
the ſides of their Shippes, migbte the better defende them 
from the outragious ſway and ſtrokes of the ſaid Jſe. But 
as in greateſt diſtreſſe, men of beſt value are beſt to be diſ⸗ 
cerned, ſo it ia greatly wozthy commendation and noting, 
with what inuincible minde euery Captayne encouraged 
His company, and with what incredible labour, the-papnes 
.. full Mariners, and poze Miners (vnaquainted with ſuche 
extremities) to the enerlaſting renowne of our nation, dyd 
cuercome the bꝛunt of theſe ſo greate and ertreame daun⸗ 
gers:toꝛ ſome, euen without boꝛde vpon the Jſe, and ſome 
within boꝛde, vppon the ſides of their Shippes, hauing 
poles, pikes, peces of timber, and Ozes in their handes, 
ffode almoſt day and night, withoute any reſt, bearing oll 
the foꝛce, and bzeaking the ſway of the Ile, with ſuche in⸗ 
tredible payne and perill, that it was wonderfull to be⸗ 
hold, which otherwiſe no doubt bad ſtricken quite thzongh 
aud through the ſides of their Shippes, notwithitandyng 
our foʒmer pꝛouiſion: foz planckes ot timber, of moꝛe than 
thꝛeꝛ ynches thicke, and other things ol greater foꝛte and 
bigneſſe, by the ſurging of the Sea, and billowe, with the 
Ile, were ſh euered, and cutte in ſunder, at the ſides of oure 
Dhippeg, that it will ſeeme moꝛe than tredible to be re⸗ 
oztedof-An den whiche1s —— — 
8450 plapneix 
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playnely to be p2oned, and that by many ſubſtantiall wit- 
nefſes, that our Shippes, euen thoſe of greateſt burdens, 
with the meeting of contrary waues ef the Sea, were hea? 
ned vp betwene Jlandes of Jſe,a fote welnere out of the 
| Sea, aboue their watermarke, hauing their knees and 
timbers within boꝛde, both bowed; and bꝛoken therewith. 
And amidſt theſe extremes, whileſt ſome laboured fo2 
|  defenceof the Shippes, and ſought to ſaue their bodyes: o⸗ 
therſome of moꝛe mylder ſpirit, ſoughte to ſaue the Soule 
by deuoute P2ayer and mediation to the Almightie, thin⸗ 
king indeede-byno othe rmeanes poſſible, than by a diuine 
Miracle, to haue their deliuerance:ſo that there was none, 
that were eyther dle, oꝛ not well occupyed, and he that 
helde himſelle in beſt ſecuritie, had God knoweth) but on⸗ 
ly bare hope remayning foꝛ his beſt ſafetie. 
Thus all the gallant Flete, and miſerable men, with⸗ 
out hope of euer getting foꝛth agayne.diftreſſcd with thele 
ertremities,remayned here all the whole night, and parte 


of the next day, excepting foure Shippes,that is, the Anne 
Frances, the Moone; the Frances of Foy, and the Gabriell, 
Which being ſomewhat a Seaboꝛde of the Fleete, and bees 
ing faff Ships, by a winde, hauing a moꝛe ſcope of cleere, 
tryed it out all the time of the ſtoꝛme, vnder Davle,beepng 
hardly able to beare a coaſt of each. 
And albeit, by reaſon of the fleting Iſe, whych were 
diſperſed here almoſt the whole Sea oner , they were 
bꝛoughte manpe times to the extreameſt poynte of perill, 
Mountapnes of Iſe tenne thouſande tymes ſcaping them 
ſcarce one vnch, whiche to haue ſtricken, had bin theyꝛ pꝛe⸗ 
. ſente deſtruction, conſidering the ſwifte courſe and way of 
. the-Shippes, and the vnwildynelſe of them to ſtay and 
turne as a mã would wiſh. Vet they eſtermed it their better 
+ .ſafetie, with ſuch perill ta ſeke Searome, thã without hope 
ok euer getting libertie, to lie ſtriuing againff » ffreare, 
t beating amongſt the Jſie Pountaines, whoſe hugeneſſe, 
222 and 
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and monſtrous gr eatneſſe was ſuche, that no man woulde 
tredite, but ſuch as to their paynes ſawe and felte it. And 
theſe foure Shippes by the nexte day at none, gote out to 
Sea, and were fyꝛſte cleere of the Jſe, who nowe enior ing 
theyz owne libertie, beganne a new to ſoꝛrowe and feare 
fo: their feliowes ſafeties. And deuoutely kneeling aboute 
theyꝛ mapne Paſt, gaue vnto God humble thankes, not 
only fo2 themſelues, but beſoughte him lykewiſe highly 
fo2 thep2 friends deliuetance. And enennowe, whileſt a- 
middeit theſe extremities, thys gallante Flete and va- 
liant men were altogither ouerlaboured, and fozewatched, 
with the long and fearefull continnance of the fozeſayde 
dangers, it pleaſed God with his eyes of mercte to loke 
downe from Heauen, to ſende them help in god time, gi⸗ 
uing them the nexte dape a moꝛe fauourable wind at the 
Mleſt Moꝛthweaſt, whiche did not only diſperſe and dꝛyue 
koꝛthe the Iſe befoze them, but alſo gaue them libertie of 
moze ſcope and Sea rome, and were by night of the dave 
following percepued of the other foure Shippes, where to 
their greateſt comfoꝛte they enioped agapne the fellows 
ſhip of one another. Some in mending the ſidcs of theyꝛ 
Shpppes, ſome in ſetting vp their toppe M aſtes, and men- 
ding they2 Sayles and tacklings. Agayne, ſome complap⸗ 
ning of they: falſe Stemme bozne away, ſome in ffopping 
their Leakes, ſome in recounting their daungers paſk, 
ſpent no ſmall time and labour, that J dare well anonche, 
there were neuer men moꝛe daungerouſiy diſtreſled, noz 
mo2c mercifully by Gods — deliuered. And here⸗ 
of both the toꝛne Shippes, and the fozweeryed bodyes of 
the men arrined, doe beare moſt enidente marke and wit⸗ 
neſſe.

They kepte 
company not long togyther, but were fozced to loſe one 
an other again, the Moone being conſozt always with the 
Anne Fraunces, and keping verie god companp plyed vp 
togither into the ſtraites, with great deſire to recouer their 
long wiſhed poꝛt: and atempted as often, and paſſed as far 
as poſſible the winde, weather, and Jſe,gaue leaue,whyche 
commonly they found very contrary." Foz wien the wea⸗ 
ther wascleare,and without fogge,thencommonly þ wind 
was contrarie.

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ſuch defperate-foztunes: Again their ſhippes were ſo leake, 
an3 the men fo wearie, that to amende the one;anvrefreſh 
the oe, they mule, a necelſitie leke into harbo- 
rough. - 

Wut on the other doe tt was argned againe, fo the con- 
trarie, that to ſœke into harboꝛow thereaboutes, was but 
ta ſubiea themſelues to double daungers; foꝛ if happilye 


they eſcape the daungers of rockes in their entring, pet be⸗ 


ing in, they were neuertheleſle ſubieg there to the daunger 
of the Jie, which with the ſwift tydes and currantes, is ca⸗ 
ried in and out in moſt harbszowes thereaboutes, and may 
thereby gaul e their Cables aſunder, dziue them vppon p 
Hoare; and bꝛzing them to muche trouble. Alſo the coaſt is 
ſo much ſubicct to bꝛoken ground e rockes, eipetially in the 
mouth and entraunce of euerpe harbozow, that albeit the 
channell be ſounded ouer and oueragaine , pet are pou ne⸗ 
ner the neare to diſcerne the daungers. Foꝛ the bottome of 
the ſea, holding like ſhape and foꝛme as the lande, beyng 
full ot hilles, dales and ragged rockes, ſuffereth you not,by 
your ſoundings,to knowe and kæpe a true geile of þ depth. 
Foz you Hall ſounde vpon the ſive 02 hollownefleofone hil 
dz rocke vnder water, andhane-:a'handzeth,fiftic,02four- 
tie kadome depth: and befoze the next taſt, ere pon ſhal ber 
able to haue pour lead againe, you tall be vppon the 
toppe thereok, and come nnn. to pour vtter contu⸗ 
ſion. 

Another reaſon againft-going to harbozowe; was, that 
the colde ay2e did thzeafen a fodaine freefing vppe of the 
ſounds; ſeeing p euerp night there was new congealed Jſe, 
euen of that water which remapned within their ſhippes.

He put his company in remembzance of a pinnelle of fiue 
tunne burthen, which he had within his Ship, whiche was 
caryed in peeces, and vnmade vp foꝛ the vſe of thoſe whiche 
ſhould inhabite there the whole yeare, the whirhe it they 
conlde fynde meanes to iovne togither, he offered himſelle

But notwithſtanding, fo2 that he well percepued that 
the moſt parte of bys companype were addicted to put into 
barbozough, he was willing the rather foz theſe cauſes 
fomewhat to encline therevnto.

| The Fleetes returning homevvard. 


> Auing nowe receyued Articles and direction foꝛ oure 
returne homewardes, all other things being in foz- 
wardneſle and in god oꝛder, the laſt day of Auguff; the 
whole Fle&te departed from the Counteſſes ſound, excep- 
ting the Judith, and the Anne Frances, who ſtayed fo; the 
taking inof freſhwater, andcame fo2th the next daye,and 
mette the Flete lying off and on, athwart Beares ſounde, 
who ſfayed fo2 the Generall, which then was gone aſhoze, 
fo diſpatch the two Barkes, and the Buſſe of Bridewater, 
fo; their loading, whereby to get the companves, and other 
things abwzde, The Captayiie of the Anne Frances ha⸗ 
uing mot part of his company athoze. the firſt of Septem- 


ber, went alſo to Beares ſound in his Pinneſie, to etch hys 
men abonde, but the winde grew ſo great immediately vp- 


pan their landing, that the Shippes at Sea were in great 
danger, and ſome of them hardly put from their Ancke ro, 
and greately feared to be vtterly loſt, as the Hope well, 
wherein was Captayne Carew andothers, who could not 


tell on which ſide their danger wes moft,foz hauing migb⸗ 
tie Rockesthzeatning on the one fide, anddzining Alands 


of 


of cutting Iſe on the otherſide, they greatly fear ed to make 


ſhipw2ack,y Ile dꝛiuing ſo neare tht᷑, that it touched their 


boꝛde ſpꝛete. And by meanes of y ſea, that was growne ſo 


hie, they were not able to put to ſeas with their ſmal.Ppns | 


neſſes, to reconer their ſhippes. And againe, the ſhips were 


not able ta tarrie oꝝ lye athwarte foꝛ them, by meanes ok 
the outrageous windes + ſwelling ſeas. The General wil⸗ 


ted the Captaine ofthe Anne Frances with his companye, 


koꝛ that nighte to lodge aboꝛde the Buſſe of Bridgewater, 


r went himſelf with the reſt of his men aboꝛde the barkes. 
But their numbers were ſogreat,and the pzouifionof the 
Warkes ſo ſcant, that they peſtered one another exceving- 


ly. They had god hope. that the nexte moꝛning the weather 


woulde be fayꝛe, wherby they might recouer their ſhippes. 
But in the moꝛning following it was farre wozſe, foz the 
ſtoꝛme continued greater, the ſea being moze ſwollen, e the 
Fleete gone quite out of ſighte, So that now their doubts 
begannetogrowe great, foꝛ the ſhip of Bridgewater which 
was of greateſt receit,and wherof they had beſt hope and 
made molt accompt, roade ſo far to lewarde of the harbo⸗ 
rom mouth, that they were not able foz the rockes (that lay 
betweene the winde and them) to ieade it aut to ſea with a 
ſaple. And the Barkes were ſo alreadie peſtered with me, 
and ſo ſlenderly furniſhed of pꝛouiſton, that they had ſcarce 
meate fo2 ſire dapes, foꝛ ſuch numbers. e | 

The Generall in the moꝛning departed to ſea in the 
Gabriel, to ſeke foz the Fleete,leauing the Buſſe of Bridge- 
water, and the Michael, behinde in Beares ſound, he Buſſe 
ſet ſayle, and thought by turning in the narrowe channell 
within the harboꝛo w, to get to winde warde: but being put 
to lee warde moze. by that meanes was fapne to come ta 
Ancker koꝛ hir better ſafetie, amongſt a number of rorkes, 
and there left in great danger, of euer getting foꝛth againe. 
The Michaell ſet ſayle tofollow the Generall, and could 
giue þBuſlenoreliefe, although they earneſtly 2 the 
9. . N. ame. 
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ame. And the Taptaine of the Anne Frances was lefte in 
hardeelection of two euils:either to abide his foʒtune witv 
the Buſſe of Bridgewater, which was doubtfull of euer get- 
ting koꝛthe, oꝛ elſe to be towed in his ſmal Pinneſle at the 
ſterne of the Michael thozow the raging leas; foꝛ that the 
Barke was not able ta receiue o tolchue halfe his compa⸗ 
ä np, wheres his daunger was not a little perilldous. 

So after, reſolued to committe himſelfe, withall his 
company, vnto that foztune of God and ſea, ber was daun⸗ 
gerouſly towed at the ſterne of the Barke foz many myles, 
vntili at length they eſpyed. the Anne Frances vnder 
ſayle, harde vnder their Lee, which was no ſmal comfoꝛte 
vnto them. Foz no doubt, both thoſe and a great number 
moe had periſhed foz lacke'of viduals, and tonueniente 
rome in the Barkes, without the helpe of the ſapde ſhips. 
But the honeſt care that the Baiffer of the Anne Frances 
bad of his Captaine,and the god regarde of dutie towards 
bis General, ſuffered him not to depart, but honeſtly abode 
to hazarde a daungerous roade all the night long, notwith- 
ſtanding all the ſtoꝛmp weather, when all the Flete be⸗ 
ſides departed, And the Pinneſſe tame no ſoner aboꝛde the 
hippe. and the men entred, but ſhe pꝛeſently ſheauered and 
fel in peeces,and ſunke at the ſhips ſterne, with al the poꝛe 
mens furntture:ſo weake was the boate with towing, and 
ſo foꝛcible was the ſea to bꝛuſe hir in peetes. But (as God 
woulde) the men were all ſaned - | 
At this p2eſente in this ſtoꝛme, manye of the fleete were 
daungerouſiy diſtreſſed, and were ſeuered almoſt al aſun⸗ 
der. And there were loft in the whole Flete well nere rx. 
boates and Pinneſles in this ſtoꝛme, and ſome men ſtrokẽ 

ouer boꝛde into the ſea, and vtterly loſt. Manye allo ſpente 
their mayne pardes and maſtes, and with the contintiall 
froſtes, and deawe, the roapes ot᷑ out chippes were nowe 
growen ſo rotten, that they went all aſunder. Pet thankes 
be to God, all the fleete arrined ſafely in Englande _ 


* firſt of October, ſome in one place, and ſome in another, 
But amongſt other, it was moſt maruellous. how þ Bulle 
of Bridgewater got awapꝑ, who being left behinde the flete 
in great daunger of neuer getting fozth, was foꝛced to ſeke 
a way nozthwarde, thozowe an vnknowen channel full of 
rockes, vpon the backe ſide of Beares ſounde, and there by 
god hap found out a wap, into the Moꝛth ſea( a verp daun- 
gerous attempte) ſane that neceſſitie, which bath no lawe, 
koꝛced them to trie maſteries. This fozeſayde No2th lea, is 
the ſame, which lyeth vpon the backe ſide of all the Nc2th 
tande,of Frobiſhers ſtraites, where firſt p General himſelf 
in his PinneTes, and ſome other of our cõpany, haue diſco⸗ 
uered (as they affirme)a great fozeland, where they would 
haue alſo a greate likelphode, of the greateſt paſſage to- 
wardes the South Sea, oꝛ Mare del gur. 


The Buſſe of Bridgewater, as ſhe came homeward, to þ a fruitefut 
new Jland 


diſcoueted. 


Southeaſt warde of Freſeland, diſcouered a great J lande 
in the latitude of Degrees, which was nener pet founde 
befoze,and ſapled thꝛe days alongſt the coaſt, the land ſ@- 
ming to be fruiteful, fullof wods, and a champion coun- 


trie. 

There dyed in the whole Fle#fe in all this voyage not as 
bone foztie perſons, whiche number is not great, conſide- 
ring howe manp chips were in the Fleete, and how ſtrange 


Hane we paſſed. .

trey called Meta Incognita, and the condition of the ſauage 
people there inhabiting. 
XI Topogra⸗ Firlt thcrefoze concerning the Topographicall deſcrip⸗ 
phicalt de tion of the place. It is nowe found in the laſt voyage, that 
* Queene Elizabetlres Cape, being ſcituate in Latitude at 
goita. ' Degres and a halfe, which befoze was ſuppoled to be 
35 parte ot the firme land of America. And alſo all the reſt of 
the h ſide of Fr obiſhers ſtraytes, are all ſeuerall J!ads 
and b2gken land, and likewiſe fo will all the Poꝛth five of 
the laid ſtraytes fall out to be, as A thinke. And ſome of our 
company being entred aboue. 60. leagues within, the mi⸗ 
Fakenitraytes,inthe third Bone mentioned, thought cer? 
tapnelp that they had deſcryed the firme lande of America 
towaldz the Sonth, which I thinke will fall out ſo to ber. 
Their bzoken landes and Flandes, being very many in 
number, do ſme to make there an Archipe gus, which as 
they all viffer in greatnelle, kame, and faſhion one from a- 
nother, ſo are they in gwonelte, couloure, and ſoyle muche 
unlike. They all are very high lands, Pountaynes, and in 
moſt parts conered with Snow, euen all the Sommer log. 
The oꝛther lands haue leſſe ſtoꝛe of Snow, moꝛe graſſe, 
and are moꝛt playne Countreys, the cauſe map be, foz that 
the Souther Jlands receiue al the Snow, 5 the cold winds, 
and percing ayꝛe bꝛing out of the Nozth. And contrarilp, 
the Nozther partes receiue moꝛe warme blaſtes ot milder 
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aire from the South, wherevpon map grow the. cauſe why 
the people couet and inhabit moꝛe vpon the-No2th partes, 
than the South, as farre as we can pet by our experience 
perteiue they doe. Theſe people J indge to be a kinde of 
Tartar, oz rather a kind of Samowey,of the ſame ſoꝛt ⁊ cõ⸗ 
ditto of life p the Samoweides be to the Moztheaſtwards, 
beyond Moſcouy, who are called Samoweydes, ivhich is as 
much to lay in the Moſcouy tong, as eaters of themſelues, 
and ſo the Ruſsians their boꝛderers doe name them. And by 
late conference with a friend of mine (with whome J dyd 
ſometime trauell in the parts of Moſcouy) who hath great 
experience of thoſe Somoweides + people of p Portheaſt, 
I finde, that in all their maner of liuing,thoſe people of the 
Noꝛtheaſt, and theſe of the Roꝛthweaſt, are like. They are 
of the couloure of a ripe Oliue, which how it map come to 
paſſe, being boꝛne in ſo cold a climate, 4 referre to h indge= 
ment of others, foꝛ they are naturally bozne chiidzen of the 
fame couloure + complexiõ as all the Americans are, which 
dwelt vnder the Equinoctiall line. | 
They are men verp actiue and nimble. They are a 
Arong yeople, and very warlike, fo: in our ſighte, vppon 
the toppes of the hilles, they would often muſter thẽſelues, 
and alter the maner of a ſkirmiſh, trace their ground very 
nimbip, and mannage their bowes and dartes with greate 
derteritie. They goe clad in coates made ofthe ſkinnes of 
heaſfes, as of Ceales; Dere, Beares, Foxes. and Hares. 
They haue alſo ſome garments.of feathers, being made of, 
thecafes of Foules,finely ſowed and compact togither, Df 
all which foztes, we bꝛoughte home ſome with vs into En- 
gland, whiche we found in their tents, Jn Sommer, they 
vloto wearethe hearie ſive of their coates outwarde, and 
lp metime go naked foꝛ to much heate. And in Winter (as 
- by ſignes they haue derlared) they weare koure oz ſiue folds, 
vpõ their bodies with p heare (fo warmth ) turned in ward. 
80 it appeareth, that the ayze +” Mi is not mee, 
i N. i ae 
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but eyther it is feruent hote, oꝛ elſe extreme colde, and far 
moꝛe excelliue in both qualities, than the reaſon of the cly- 
mate ſhoulde ye&lde. oz there it is colder, being vnder. 
Degres in latitude, tha it is at Warhins in the vopage fo 
Saint Nicolas in Moſcouie, being at aboue 70: degrees in 
latitude. The reaſon hereof perhappes, mape be, that thys 
Meta Incognita is much frequeted and vered with eaſtern 
and Nozthealterne windes, whiche from the ſea and Iſe 
b2ingeth often an intollerable colde avze, whiche was alſo 
the catiſe that this pere our ſtraites were ſo long ſhutte vp; 
But there is great hope and likelyhwde;that further with- 
in the ſtraightes it will be moze conſtant and temperate 
weather, | 
Theſe people are in nature verpe ſubtil, and ſharpe 
wifted, readie to conceine our meaning by ff ignes, and to 
make anſwere, well to be vnderſtode againe. As if they 
haue not ſeene the thing wherof you aſke them, they wpll 
winck,o2 couer their eyes with their hands, as who would 
ſay, it hath bene hyd from their ſighte. If they vnderſtande 
vou not, wherof pou aſke them, they wil ſtoppe their eares. 
They will teache vs the names of eache thing in their lan⸗ 
guage, which we deſire to learne, and are apt to learne any 
thing of vs. They delight in Puſicke aboue meaſure, and 
will kepe time and ſtroke to any tune which pou ſhal ſing, 
both with their voycs, heade, hande and fete, and wyll 
fing the ſame tune aptlye after you, They will rowe-with 
sur Oꝛes in our boates, and kepe a true ffroke with oure 
Marinere, and ſeme to take great delight therein They 
tine in Canes of the Earth, and hunte koꝛ their dinners oꝛ 
pꝛape, euen as the Beare,o2 other wilde beaſtes do. They 
eate rawe fleſhe and fiſhe, and refuſeno meate, howſoeuer 
it be H incking. They are deſperate in their fighte, ſullen ot 
nature, and rauenous in their manner of feeding. 

Their fullen and deſperate nature doth herein manifeſf- 
ly appeare, that a companie of them being enuironed of our 


men,

men on the toppe of a hie cliſfe, ſo that they conlde by no 
meanes eſcape our handes, finding themſelues in this caſe 
diſtreſled, choſe rather to caſt themſelues headlong downe 
he rotkes into the Sea, and ſo to be bꝛufed and dzowned, 
rather than to peelde themſelues to our mens mercies. 
Foꝛ their weapons, to offende their enimies, oꝛ kill their 
pꝛap withal, they haue Dartes, ſlings, bowes, and arrows 
headed with ſharp ſtones, bones, and ſome with pꝛon. They 
are exceeding friendly and kinde harted, one to the other, £ 
mourne greatly at the loſſe oz harme of their fellowes, and 
erpzelle their griefe of minde, when they part one from an 
other, with a mournefall ſong, and Dirges. They are very 
ſhamefaſk in bew2aying the ſecretes of nature, and verye 
chaſte in p maner of their liuing: foz whe the ma which we 
bꝛought fro thence into England (p laſt voyage) ſhould put 
of his coat, oz diſcouer his whole body foz chage, he would 
not ſuffer the woman to be pꝛeſent, but put hir foꝛth ofhys 
Cabyn. And in all the ſpace of two oꝛ th monethes, while 
the man liued in companie of the woman, there was neuer 
any thing ſeene o2 perteiued betwerne them, moꝛe than 
might haue paſſed betwerne bꝛother and ſiſter: but the wo- 
man was in all things very ſeruiceable foz the man, atten⸗ 
ding him carefully, when he was ſicke, and he likewiſe in al 
the meates whiche they did eate togither, wouldcarue vnto 
hir of the ſweeteſt, fatteff, and beſt moꝛſels they had. They 
wondꝛed muche at all our things, and were afraide of our 
hoꝛſes, and other beaſtes, out of meaſure. They beganne to 
growe moꝛe ciuill, familiar. pleaſaunt, and docibleamongſt 
vs in a verpe ſhoꝛte time. 

They haue boates made of leather, and couered cleane 
duer fauing one place in the middle to fit in,placked within 
with timber, and they vſe to rowe therein with one D2e, 
moꝛe {wiktly a great deale, than we in our boates can doe 
with twentie. They haue one ſoꝛt of greater boates wher- 
mn nthey can carrie aboue twentie perſons, and haue a — 
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with a Dayle thereon, whiche Saple. is made of thinne 
Skinnes oz bladders, ſowed togither with the finewos 
of filhes. | 

They are god fiſhermen,and in their ſmall Boates, be- 
ing diſguiſed with their coates of Ceales ſkinnes, they de⸗ 
cepue the Filhe, who take them rather foz their kcliowe 
Ceales,than foz decepuing men. ..- - 

Thep are god marke men. Uith their dart 02 arrowe 
they will commonly kill Ducke, oꝛ any other foule,in the 
bead,andcommonly in the eve. 

When they ſhote- at a greate fiſhe with anye of thepz 
Dartes, they ble to tye a bladder therevnto, whereby they 
may the better finde them agapne, and the fiſhenot able ta 
carrie it fo eaſily awap, foꝛ that the bladder dothe boy the 
darte, will at length be wierie, and dye therewith. 

They vle to traffike and exchange their commodities 
with ſome other people, of whome they haue ſuch things, 
as their miſerable Countrep,, and ignozance of arte to 
make, denpeth them to haue, as barres of iron, heads ot 
iron foz their dartes, needles made foureſquare, certapne 


buttons ot copper, whiche they vſe to weare vppon they 


fozheads foꝛ oznament,as aur Tabzes in the Court of En- 
gland do vſe great pearle. 
Alſo they haue made ſignes vnto vs, that they have fon 
gold, and ſuch bzight plates of mettals, whicheare vſed foꝛ 
o2naments amongſt ſome people, with whame they hang: 
conference, Rt 

Uefouvalſoin their tents a Guinnry Beane,of A 
couloure, the which dothe vſually grow in the hote Coun⸗ 
treps: whereby itappereth they trade with other Nations 
whiche dwell karre off, 02 elle themlelues are greate tres 
uellers. 2 22300 

They haue nothing in ple among them to makefy2e 
withall, rig kind a denne you wore groweth 
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And they kindle rheir kyꝛe with continnall rubbing and 8 
fretting one ſkicke againſte an other, as we do with flints. — 
They dꝛawe with dagges in fleads vpon the Iſe, and re⸗ ane kee. 
moue their tents therwithal, wherein they dwel, in ſõomer, 
when they goe a hunting foz their pzave and pꝛouiſion à⸗ 
gainſte Winter, They ds ſometime parboyle their meate 
a little and ſerth the ſame in kettles made of beats fkins: Their Nettis 
they haue alſo pannes cutte and made of ſtone very artifi- and Pannes. 
eially: they vſe pꝛeaty ginnes where with they take foule. 

The women carry their ſucking childꝛen at their backes, 
and do fed them with raw fleſh, which fürſt they do a ittle 
thawe in their owne mouths. The women haue their fa- 
tes marked oꝛ painted over with ſmall ble we ſpottes:they 
haue blacke and long haire on their heades, and trimme 
the ſame in a decent oꝛder. The men haue but little haire 
on their kaces, and very thinne beardes. Foz their common 
dꝛincke, they cate Iſe to quench their thirff withal. Their 
earth yeeldeth no graine oꝛ fruite of ſuſtenaunce foꝛ man, 
oꝛ almoſt foz beat to liue vppon:and the people will eate aye gcople 
graſſe and ſhꝛubs ofthe grounde, euen as oure Kine doe, eate graſſe 
They haue no wodde growing in theyꝛ countrey therea / Mubbes. 
boutes, and pet wer finde they haue ſome timber among 
them, whiche we thinke doth grow karre off to the South- 
wardes of this place, about Canada, oꝛ ſome other part of 
newe kounde land : foz there belike, the trees ſtanding on 
the cliffes of the Dea ſive, by the waight of Jſe and ſnowe 
in Minter onercharging them with waighte when the 
Sommers thawe commeth aboue, and alſo the Sea vn⸗ 
derfretting them beneath, whiche winneth daylye of the
